We 
pulled up at * iteep deebvity, al the toot of 
wtrtoh was ike tunnel, and Ihe patty left their 
T-'hielcs slid homes and walked down, each 
carrying anmelhing for the bcni-Bt of tht rest, 
aa we were 10 have out noon rcpttt below. A 
walk of about hair a mile (nought UI to a mate 
of rocks, towering far eboTU our heads, and 
presenting their sharp oonietl points to the 
cluudt : rounding iho hill, and following the 
c-ourae of the creek, tbe opening of the tunnel 
bunt upon our view in all its native grandeur, 
A tingle arch of a hundred feel span, and 
tixly or seventy feet high, ahowing a recess as 
darkaa midnight, the flout part otit ornamented 
wilh atalactitea, varying in length from twenty 
to thirty feet ; mattes of atone or lime concre- 
tions in every fantastic form and varied hue— 
the brilliant white— the delicate pink— the 
heavenly blue, and dull giey, alt formed a pic- 
ture to magnificent and so gnrgeoua lhat I feel 
convinced no pen ot pencil could adequately 
describe the tame, Wa at but simultaneously 
held our breath, and the deep solitude of ihe 
ailent bush was only Iroken by the ejacula- 
tions — beautiful ! — tplcn did ! — how tuagniB- 
cent ! 

Tho tunnel forma a segment of a circle, 
ami is supposed to be about "OCI feet in length. 
The dome of (he tunnel is much grraier in tho 
in-ide Ihtn at tho opening!, and is cal- 
culated at from III} to Lou Ice I in height.

The pigmy figures of the 
men when contrasted with tlte magnitude of 
the ctrcm — tho glimmering lightil rebdeling 
ditrkncts visible — the reverberating echoes of 
alniirl and laugh, tliogether formed a scene 
which will not Do catily effaced from the mini, 
of those present. 

We visited two or tho dark cares, into one 
of which several of the ladles accompanied us, 
and on a tablet of raaible, scratched with tht 
pnint of a atone, are recorded the names of Ihe 
visitort.
